The  Urban  District  of  Dalton- in-Furness  is  situated  in  the  North  isiestern 
part  of  the  Count3''  of  Lancashire  adjoining  the  Comty  Borough  of  Barrow- in- 
p-umess  and  the  North  Lonsdale  Rural  District.  Height  above  Ordnance  Datum 
varies  bet^reen  85O  feet,  in  the  north-east  to  sea  level  in  the  v/est.  There 
are  outcrops  of  limestone  in  various  parts  of  the  District  and  in  the  past  there 
has  been  extensive  mining  for  iron  ore  which  has  left  the  surface  considerably 
scarred  and  some  of  the  low  lying  areas  flooded  with  water. 

The  chief  industries  are  viscose  raanufac tuning,  shoe-making,  briclcworks, 
clothing  maiiuaacture  and  agriculture,  but  a large  proportion  of  the  male

VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  principal  ’'/ital  statistics  for  the  year  I966  and  for  the  preceding 
five  years  are  given  on  page  two, 

203  live  births  were  registered,  101  being  males  and  102  females.  3 male 
and  6 female  were  illegitimate. 

Approximately^  69%  of  the  deaths  were  in  persons  of  65  years  of  age  and 
ever  and  the  principal  causes  of  death  were;-  Heart  disease  66,  Malignant 
^rewths  20,  and  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  nerwous  system  19.  Of  the  66  deaths 
from  Heart  disease,  41  v;ere  due  to  Coronary;"  Artery  Disease. 

The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  of  19.9  pe^  1,000  and  the  adjusted  death 
rate  of  14.8  per  1,000  can  be  compared  7.i.th  the  corresponding  rates  for 
England  and  Vales  of  13.1  per  1,000  and  11.5  pei*  1,000  respectively.

SAiJCARY  CH'CUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


"ATPR  SUPPLY 

The  provision  and  raaintenance  of  public  \7ater  supplies  throughout  the 
District  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Furness  Water  Board,  Dalton  is 
supplied  from  poaka  Beck  reservoir  and  Askam  from  the  Ulpha  intake  of  the 
River  Duddon. 

No  neu  soiarces  of  supply  were  acquired  during  the  year  but  the  main  was 
extended  to  supply  the  nev/  estate  of  private  dwellings  at  Dalton. 

The  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quality  throughout  the  year,  but  is 
proving  insufficient  to  give  an  adequate  supply  to  the  nev/  estate  ii 
Greystone  Area. 

3,S63  houses  ane  now  supplied  direct  from  public  mains,  3 from 
standpipes  and  14  have  private  supplies. 


The  se7?age  from  Dalton  is  taken  to  screening  tanks  near  the  site  of  the 
old  gasworks  and  the  effluent  is  then  discharged  to  the  Barrow  Corporation 
sewerage  system.  The  sewage  fromi  Askam  is  passed  through  screening  tanks 
and  the  effluent  discharged  to  the  Duddon  estuary.  Sewage  from  the  hamlet 
of  I^ewton  passes  throu^  a settlement  tank,  the  effluent  being  discharged  to 
a stream,  Lindal  and  Martin  have  modem  sewage  disposal  plant  v^here  full 
tx’eatment  is  given  before  discharging  the  effluent  to  nearby  streams. 

::  houses  have  privy  middens  and  another  2 have  pail  closets,  the 
remainder  being  on  the  v/’ater  carriage  system.
